Passing of Denwood 


Name of School District is Changed 
by Government Notice—The 
Town That is No ‘More 


“Edmonton, Tuesday, August 
24, 1909.-—Notice is hereby given 
that under the provisions of 
Section 35 (2) of the School Or- 
dinance, the Minister of Educa- 
tion has this day ‘been pleased 
to direct that from and after 
the date hereof, The Denwood 
School District No. 1658 of the 
Province of Alberta shall be 
known under the name of the 
Wainwright School District No. 
1658 of the Province of Alberta.” 

The above notice, which ap- 
peared in the last issue of the 
Alberta Gazette under the head- 
ing “Alteration of Name of 
School District,” is the last. of- 
ficial act in the passing of the 
old town of Denwood, situated 
three miles east of here, which 
at one time was expected by the 
founders and. residents would 
be a. divisional point of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railway, 
but the company could not see 
it that way but laid out the 
townsite of Wainwright. The 
Deirrwood people did not lose 
heart or become discotraged, 
bat simply moved their build- 
ings, including the school to a 
location in the new town. 

Some few weeks ago, the trus- 
tees decided to change the naine 
of the district and the above 
notice is the result.

Weed Inspector Lays Informarion 


Against Several Parmers-—Fines 


Inflicted—Case Adjourned. 


Several cases were heard be- 
fore ©, E. Henry, J. P., on 
Thursday last, under the Nox- 
ious Weeds Act, upon informa- 
tion laid by D. Hamilton, weed 
inspector, who swore he had 
found weeds on the farms of

The case against D, Alexand- 
er was rather prolonged and 
several withesses were heard 
on both sides.
